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three months. Any clerk, employe or agent, violating, or aiding in the viola­
tion of section one, shall be charged and convicted as principal. 

Peace officers shall lee that the provisions of this 
act are faithfully executed within their respective jurisdictions, and when they 
are informed, or have reason to believe that this act has been violated, and 
the proof thereof can be had, ther shall file information to that effect against 
the offending party before a magistrate, who thereupon shall proceed accord­
ing to law. The county attorney shall prosecute violators of this act.
